There is no deeper problem for 
thou ghtfu l

than the problem of law observ ­ 
ance

The amou nt of space that the 
New Testament giv es to the 
problem, as it confronted the 
early Christian, makes the writ­ 
ing of Pau l and others v ery v al­ 
u able for their su ggestiv eness 
and gu idance in meeting the 
problem today . 
Perhaps it shou ld be said that 
if we are to get fu ll effect of 
su ch writings and teachings, we 
mu st take them as a whole. In 
this particu lar lesson, for in­ 
stance, taken chiefly from Ro­ 
mans 13, we hav e an early state­ 
m ent of Pau l’s attitu de toward 
law and gov ernment, which, I 
believ e it cou ld be shown, was 


considerably 
modified 
in 
his 
later life. 
* * * * 
Pau l was a colonial, born u n­ 
der the Roman empire, and a 
citizen of that empire. It was no 
small thing to be a free-born 
Roman citizen, and Pau l v alu ed 


self held as a prisoner with de­ 
lay in the process of ju stice and 
little means of real v indication. 
* * $ * 
The resu lt is that in Pau l’s 
later writings—the epistles that 
came from the period of his im­ 
prisonment in Rome—there is a 
the priv ilege and the responsi- v ery different note. He is not so 
bility v ery highly , as more than 
one passage shows. 
As a man who had dev oted 
his life to large plans and pu r­ 
poses, Pau l had an instinctiv e 
admiration for the Roman em­ 
pire with its sweep of power and 
au thority . 


su re that “powers that be are or­ 
dained of God,” bu t he speaks of 
them often as manifestations of 
the “prince of the power of the 
air, the spirit that now worketh 
in the children of disobedience.” 
These discriminations are v i­ 
tal and important. The situ ation 
He ev idently believ ed, also, is considerably changed from 
that on the whole this au thority 
wTas ex ercised for orderly ends, 
and he had a large measu re of 
confidence in the sort of ju stice 
meted ou t by Rome. 
Thu s it was that when Pau l 
fou nd himself, u nder conditions 
of his own arrest, u nable to get 
ju stice in the Palestinian cou rts, 
he appealed, as was his citizen’s 
priv ilege, to Rome and to Caesar. 
Then came a period of disil­ 
lu sionment. Instead of finding 
prompt and ju st consideration of 
his case at Rome, he fou nd him-

Therefore, the family comp ro­ 
mises on a duck, a g oose or p er­ 
hap s a coup le of chickens. 
Mrs. Clara Gehbard Sny der, 
director of foods and nutrition 
for the institute, conceived the 
idea th at half a turkey was bet­ 
ter than no turkey at all. 
The idea 
was 
broached to 
larg e handlers and they thoug ht 
it ex cellent, so much so that 
many of them have ag reed to 
g ive the idea a trial this y ear. 
Then too, the idea of p rice al­ 
so enters in. 
But father will still have to 
ex p lain to the children why the 
turkey has only one drumstick.

Proof of th a t is fou n d in the fact th a t 
du rin g the fou r y ears, 19 25-19 28 , lon g before the 
Hawley -Smoot rev ision was ev en talked abou t, 37 
big an d little foreign n ation s made 8 7 u pward 
rev ision s in their tariffs. Certain ly they were n ot 
“retaliatin g” again st a law which was n ot y et 
passed. These tariff in creases by foreign n ation s 
were made for the same reason th at we employ 
the tariff ou rselv es, to raise rev en u e an d to pro­ 
tect homei n du stries. 
Fu rtherm ore these foreign tariff in creases were 
n ot directed solely at the Un ited States, bu t ap­ 
plied to all other n ation s. The Hawley -Smoot 
law itself prov ides again st the possibility of dis­ 
crim in atory tariffs by declarin g (Section 338 
th a t in case an y cou n try “imposes directly or 
in directly . . . an y u n reason able charge, ex action , 
regu lation or lim itation which is n ot equ ally en ­ 
forced u pon the like articles of ev ery foreign 
cou n try ; or discrim in ates directly or in directly 
again st the commerce of the Un ited States by 
adm in istrativ e regu lation of cu stoms, ton n age 
or port du ty . . . in su ch m an n er as to place the 
commerce of the Un ited States at a disadv an ­ 
tage compared to the commerce of an y foreign 
cou n try ,” the Presiden t shall by proclam ation 
specify an d declare n ew or addition al du ties u p­ 
on the produ cts of an y cou n try thu s discrim in ­ 
atin g again st American commerce. If an y Ameri 
can produ cer or m an u factu rer believ es therefore 
th at he is bein g retaliated again st by some for 
eign cou n try , it will cost him on ly 3c in a post 
age stam p to lay his claim before the Presiden t 
or the Tariff Commission . The fact th a t n o su ch 
claim has y et been presen ted is proof en ou gh 
th a t the con ten tion of Gov ern or Roosev elt an d 
other Democratic critics of the Hawley -Smoot 
lav / is u tterly withou t fou n dation . 
The whole retaliation argu m en t, in other 
words, is mere an ti-tariff propagan da withou t 
an y fou n dation whatev er u pon which to rest.
